DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to the after final amendment filed on 4/15/201 1. The 
amendment has been entered and has placed the claims in condition for allowance. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

• Change the Title to - - HEAT EXCHANGER WITH INLET HAVING A GUIDE - -. 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious the combination set forth in the 
independent claims, and specifically does not show "a heat exchanger having an inlet header and 
an outlet header having a refrigerant circulating passage allowing communication between the 
two headers having an inlet having a closing member and a guide slanting upwardly inwardly of 
the inlet header, a portion of the refrigerant which passes through the inlet contacting the guide 
and directed to flow obliquely upward." The closest prior art of record (Higashiyama (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,923,251 B2) discloses an outlet header with a guide, but not a heat exchanger 
having an inlet header and an outlet header having a refrigerant circulating passage allowing 
communication between the two headers having an inlet having a closing member and a guide 
slanting upwardly inwardly of the inlet header, a portion of the refrigerant which passes through 
the inlet contacting the guide and directed to flow obliquely upward. Although it is well known

to provide a guide in a header, there is no teaching in the prior art of record that would, 
reasonably and absent impermissible hindsight, motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the teachings of the prior art to incorporate a heat exchanger having an inlet header and 
an outlet header having a refrigerant circulating passage allowing communication between the 
two headers having an inlet having a closing member and a guide slanting upwardly inwardly of 
the inlet header, a portion of the refrigerant which passes through the inlet contacting the guide 
and directed to flow obliquely upward. Thus, for at least the foregoing reasons, the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor rendered obvious the present invention as set forth in claim 1 . 
Further, it is noted that applicant has claimed a specific flow pattern for the fluid within the heat 
exchanger and the flow pattern of the combined teaching does not meet the claimed limitations.
